C arolina and Georgia, where rain 
came down in such torrents that 
the w ater stood inches deep on top 
of an elev ated highway .

oi our touring car was lit tit pro­ 
tection in such a dow npour 
and 
tiie cushions ol the car were soaked 
like sponges. 
We then drov e rapid­ 
ly to New O rleans, and from there 
we turned north through A rkansas 
into the dusty area.

seat cushions ol the car dried out 
we were running through dust
